LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—The 


old-age pension act of 1933 
which imposed a tax of one 
per cent on all county and 
state warrants declared un- 
constitutional by a special 
State Supreme Court Monday. 


Charles T. Colcman, Little Rock at- 


torney and chief justice of the,special 
court, wrote the opinion, which was 
unanimous. 


The regular court disqualified itself 


because the. salary warrants of the 
justices would have been affected by 
the tax. 


The opinion held that the law did 


not set up an equitable basis of taxa- 
tion, but taxed only a particular spec- 
ies. The .taxing of public warrants 
does not constitute a privilege tax, the 
opinion held. 


O. A. Graves was a member of the 


special supreme court, which had been 
appointed by Governor Futrell May 18. 


Other members of the court: 
J. D. Head, Texarkana; C. M. Buck, 


Blytheville; Basil Baknr, Jonesboro; 
Sam M.'Casey, Bates ville; J. Merrick 
Moore, LittleiRock; and Mr. Colcman, 
speclaL chief-Justice, Little Rock.' 


The 1933 law sought to create a* 


special fund to' pay pensions to. all 
residents of Arkansas over 70 years of 
age and without means of support.

tended to reduce the immense lead 
given prohibition repeal

legislation by Pulaski county, in the 
second tabulation of ballots in the 
Arkansas Democrat's straw vote. The 
second count was completed Satur- 
day night. 


Repealists, however, still had an 


overwhelming lead — approximately 
eight to three. Of 11,471 votes count- 
ed, there were 8,346 cast for repeal of 
the 18th 
(prohibition) amendment, 


while 3,125 were cast against repeal. 


Beer, as was the case in the first 


tabulation, headed the parade with 
a total of 9,062 favoring legalization, 
and 2,225 voting against the new 3.2 
concoction. 


Surprising as it may seem, feminine 


ballots favored repeal by a vote of ap- 
proximately two to one, while the 
men's vote on outright repeal was 
three to one. There were 6,025 mas- 
culine votes cast for repeal against 
2,052 cast opposing repeal. Women's 
ballots totaling 2,321 favoring repeal 
were received, as against 1,073 voting 
to retain the Eighteenth amendment. 


On the question of legalizing beer, 


6,605 men favored the new "suds" 
while 1,322 voted against the new 
beverage, or old beverage with a new 
analysis. Women also 
favored the 


beer side, with 2,457 voting for legali- 
zation and 903 against. 


Reports tabulated to date showed 


repeal leading in 64 of the 75 counties, 
Five counties—Clark, Columbia, New- 
ton, Faulkner and Montgomery—show- 
ed majorities 
agairtef repeal. One 


county—Izard—still showed a tie Vote, 
while there were no returns from Cal- 
hqun, Crawford, Crittenden, Madison 
and Marion counties. The vote was 
very close in all five reporting totals 
against repeal.

Berry, El Dorado 
News Founder, Dies 


Years Ago He Saw the 


Free-Silver Fight in 


.Nebraska 


Word was received hire Tuesday of 


the death in Hot Springs Monday 
night of Charles A. Berry, 60, founder 
of the El Dorado (Ark.) Daily .News 
and past president of the Arkansas 
Press association. 


Invalided by arthritis, Mr. Berry re- 


cently went to Hot Springs for treat- 
ment. The body was returned to El 
Dorado Monday night, and funeral ser- 
vices will be held there at 4 p, m. 
Wednesday. 


He is survived by his widow. 
Mr. Berry, a native of Nebraska 


came to Arkansas in 1904, establishing 
the Press at Felsenthal, Union county 
In 1907 he moved a few miles to the 
Frost Industries, Inc., town of Huttig 
operating the Huttig News for thai 
lumber company until the El Dorado 
oil boom of 1921. 


January 11, 1921, the day after the 


Busey well came in, Mr. Berry estab- 
lished the El Dorado Daily News as a 
morning newspaper. 
The origina 


newspaper of the city was the Even- 
ing Tribune, operated by Clyde Mar- 
tin. 
The Daily News prospered, anc 


in 1924 the Tribune suspended and its 
plant was dismantled. In 1925 the 
News launched its own evening paper 
the Times. 


Mr. Berry, known as "the Colonel,' 


to his associates, headed a stock com- 
pany in 1925, in which were Stanley 
Andrews and Alex. H. Washburn, ed- 
itors; Lewis C. Callow, business man- 
ager; and Floyd Miller, circulation 
manager. 


They sold out the first of 1928 to C 


E. Palmer. Mr. Berry retired. An- 
drews went to the Arkansas Farmer 
Little Rock, as editor. Callow joined 
Pacific Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany at Little Rock. Miller became a 
traveling circulation promotion ex- 
pert. Washburn in partnership with 
Palmer came to Hope the first of 1929. 


"Colonel" Berry lived in an exciting 


era during his early years in Neb- 
raska. A country printer, he was one 
of the Bryan free-silver delegates to 
a Nebraska Democratic convention, 
whose riotous scenes he frequently 
recalled as silver and gold men clash- 
ed. 


He was a Mason, and on honoroary 


life member of the Lions club.

CHICAGO. — (ff>) — Illinois Monday 


joined eight other states opposed to 
national prohibition, by 
the 
over- 


whelming majority of approximately 
800,000. 


Even downstate counties, long re- 


garded the prop of the dry movement 
in the state, contributed in the main 
along with industrial centers to the 
maelstorm of votes for repeal. 


The vote from 4,980 precincts out of 


the state's 7,249 stood: For repeal 881,- 
211; against 190,503. 


The heaviest repeal wave washed 


metropolitan areas. Cook county and 
Chicago, with 3,125 precincts out of 
3,553 counted, voted: For repeal 610,- 
693; against 60,575. 


The downstate counties, however, 


failed to give repealists such a major- 
ity. The vote outside of Cook county 
in 1,855 precints of 3,696, was: 
For 


repeal 270,518; against 129,929. 


From national headquarters of the 


W. C. T. U. in Evanston came the 
statement: 


"Undoubtedly the president's popu- 


larity is responsible for the repeal en-

River May Desert 


Greenville, Miss. 


Cuts Through Point Chi- 


cot, Threatening to 


Change Course 


GREENVILLE, Miss.—(yP)—The Mis- 


sissippi river Monday broke through 
a piling .'extension of the Leland dike 
on the Arkansas side and was flowing 
across Point 
Chicot, threatening to 


change its course and leave Greenville, 
a port city, on a lake. 


Point Chicot is a part of the state of 


Arkansas, three miles wide and ex- 
tends in a northeasterly direction sev- 
en miles west of Greenville. 


A hundred feet of the piling was 


broken out at the head of the east cut 
of Blue Hole, which was formed dur- 
ing high water of three years ago. 


A miniature Niagara has been form- 


e dat the dike, as the water began 
flowing through nearly a mile of pil- 
ing and bridge work. 


Engineers differed as to whether the 


mighty river really will change its 
course and leave Greenville removed 
from the big river. 


Thirty years ago a threat was made 


that the Mississippi would cut across 
Point Chicot. To save Point Chicot a 
dike was constructed on the upper 
side of the point ( extending northeast 
for 2 Vt miles, aqd connecting with 
the main line lev.ee on the Arkansas 
side.
